Senate Aiuious To Wind Dp

DOUBLE FUNERAL TODAY. 


Walter J. Honaker. the Fourth-ave¬ 
nue shoe dealer, who sent a bullet 
crashing through his heart In Maas' 
undertaking establishment yesterday 
morning. Just as a wagon drew up to 
the door with the body of his wife, who 
jumped into the Ohio River last Satur¬ 
day. had carefully planned self-destruc¬ 
tion, for three letters, found in his 
clothes, directed tho various members 
of his family to take up his business 
affairs and provide for the education 
and care of his 6 -year-old boy. In 
each there was a statement that "life 
no longer had any churm or interest 
for him without his wife, and that he 
hoped his people w 6 uld forgive him for 
tlie terrible method lie took of ending 
all hte troubles/' 

It developed last night for the first 
time that Honaker wo* aware that his 
missing wife Intended to end her own 
life. It was learned from a reliable 
source that when Mr. Honaker arrived 
at his home late Saturday night he 
found a note addressed to him by Mrs. 
Honaker that morning before she closed 
up her home and left for the city. The 
note, it is said, apprised him that she 
had no desire to live any longer and 
would never see him again. The exact 
wording of the missive was withheld. 

It was evident from the tone of the 
letters, or, at least, that part of them 
which was made public by the mem¬ 
bers of the family, that Honaker sev- 
oral days ago had become convince*! 
that his wife had committed suicide, 
and all that was needed for this grief- 
crazed husband to kill himself was the 
word that his convictions were true 
When once he was sure, ho thrust his 
hand in his pocket and drew out a 32- 
caliber revolver, pointed U at libs heart 
and pulled the trigger. It was all done 
so quickly that his bookkeeper, Virgil 
Hulett, who was jilting a few feet 
away, was unable to prevent it, and as 
ho rushed toward his employer. 


When word of the finding of the body 
reached Mr. Pirtle he immediately 
started for Mr. Honaker’* More on 
Fourth avenue. Just as he got there 
hr found the husband talking to a re¬ 
porter for on afternoon paper who had 
brought him the Information that the 
body had been found. The husband 
wanted to go down to the river bank 
and view the body, but after much 
pleading he promised to wait until it 
reached Maas* undertaking rooms, 
word having been sent there to re¬ 
ceive the body. 

Mr Pirtle arranged with Undertaker 
Maas to place Mr. Honaker In a room 
where he could not see the wagon draw 
lip, as he feared a scene would follow*. 
Mr Pirtle, after making the identifica¬ 
tion, rode up with tho undertaker to 
Broadway and Floyd street, where tho 
Mua.H establishment Is situated. Just 
Iiefrtre the wugon made tho turn Into 
Floyd street Mr. Pirtle Jumped from 
the wagon and ran up the front steps 
Into the office where John Maas wus 
standing In an adjoining room and

Mrs. Honaker left a note for her hue- 
hand, sa>lng she was going to end her 
life, and when the body of his wife was 
brought it, ho realized to the full that 
she had carried out her threat.

Letters Not Dated. 

The letters were not dated, but F. W. 
Pirtle, a brother-in-law of Honaker. be¬ 
lieves that two of them at least were 
written some time Monday, for there 
was nothing In them that would indi¬ 
cate that the husband was aware of 
the method his wife had taken to kill 
herself. The letters were not made 
known to those outside the Immediate 
family. As near a* can be learned 
Honaker gave no reason for his own 
act. other than that the pangs of grief 
over the lose of his wife were more 
than he could endure. He gave no rea¬ 
son for the rush act of hi* wife, but 
repeatedly, during the past three days, 
he stated to different members of hU 
family that he could n.u understand 
what caused bis wife to go away. He 
apparently felt from the first that she 
had kdled herself. He knew that ut 
times she had suffered nervous depres¬ 
sions and behoved that It was while 
In this state that she had left home 
to commit suicide. 

While Mr Pirtle states that he be¬ 
lieves two of the letters wen* written 
on Monday, yet tho one addressed to 
H 8 Honaker, a clerk In Boston & 
Langen's establishment, on Fourth ave¬ 
nue. must have been written Immedi¬ 
ately after the husband learned of his 
wife's body being found, for In It was 
the statement; "Put us In a casket to¬ 
gether." This note was u short one 
and Honuker would have had time to 
write it without being observed. 


Not Made Public. 

Tho various members of the family 
gathered ut the home of Mrs Helen M. 
Honaker. mother of the dead man, at 
m South Third avenue, yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon, and there Jacob R. Hetach. a 
brother-in-law of Honakor, read the 
two letters* One wa* addressed J*To 
Alt" and the other was to his mother. 
According to Mr. Pirtle, tho letter "To 
All" stated that he wished that his 
business affair- be token over by his 
brother Howard In it he explained 
that he had decided to kill himself and 
end ids troubles, and the note endod 
with a sad good-bye and a plea for for¬ 
giveness for hla rash act. The letter 
to his mother w as along the same lines 
only he requested that his mother take 
care of hH 6 -year-old son. 

"I know that you all will look after 
him tenderly and bring him up to bv 
a Christian gentlaman. 

The fact that Honaker had left let¬ 
ters cau^-d no tnd of speculation 
among his friends. So noticeably de¬ 
pressed had th * 1 young husband been 
that some of his people were with him 
ev ey moment, trying to cheer him up 
efforts were without avail, for ho 
constantly repeated: "Why should I 
have all this trouble?"

Washington. July 7.—The Italian 
Red Cross Society has presented to *h© 
American Red Cross Society a beautiful 
gold in* dal and handsome diploma a* 
tokens of appreciation of the great os* 
slstance rendered by the United States 
after the earthquake In Sicily and 
Calabria, Italy. 

These gifts have Just been received 
by President Taft, president of the 
American Red Cross, with a letter from 
Count R. Tavernu. president of the 
Italian a*>cJsty. Count Taycrna In his 
letter says: 

"Touching evidence of human solldar* 
sty came to us Crons every part of your 
glorloua republic, but every burst of 
charity was outdone by the Red Croat 
over which you preside, air, and whkfis 
assisted her Italian sister with a su¬ 
preme munificence of relief. 

"May you find the medal and diploma 
we now send you as token of our grat- 
Iture, of which, however, they are but a 
modtrsi outward sign, acceptable, inure 
durable than Is the medal >* our grate¬ 
fulness engraved In the hearts of the 
Italians whose mindful blessings will 
stand as the sacred heritage of the 
generations to come/' 

The medal, which Is of solid gold, is 
three Inches In diamoter and weighs 
eight ounces. Its obverse side depicts 
In heavy relief several females reliev¬ 
ing a prostrate sufferer. The reverse 
bears an American spread eagle perch¬ 
ed on a Red Cross shield, above which 
Is engraved an inscription commemo¬ 
rating the American Red Cross So¬ 
ciety'* action. These are surrounded 
by a wre.ith of palms and laurels, and 
around the outer edge Is tho name of 
the Italian Red Crus**. 

President Taft In reply has written 
Coimt '/averna as follows; 

"As president of the American Na¬ 
tional Red Cross It affords mo great, 
pleasure to accept there testimonials In 
1 m- half of the association, not only be¬ 
cause or their intrinsic worth, but as 
tokens of the humanitarian spirit which 
joins the world In fraternal kinship in 
time* of great distress. 

"Not less valued than they are the 
sentiments of generous appreciation on 
tho part of the Italian R*-d Cross to 
which you give expression In your 
communication. 

"I beg you to be so good as to convey 
to the Italian Red Cross the thanks 
ami appreciation of tho American Red 
Cross for their c onsid erate action."

The tobacco tax provision will be the 
principal subject of consideration to-| 
morrow. There Is a bare possibility 
thnt complications may arise over tills 
provision which will delay the hour of 
the passage of the bill, but the optimis¬ 
tic express a firm conviction to the 
contrary. 

Senator Daniel desired all references 
to tobacco rest rvod. while Mr. Clapp 
made the same request respecting the 
creation of a turlff commiBidon. Sena¬ 
tors Burton and Dick mude reserva¬ 
tions of a large number of paragraphs 
relating to the pottery Industry, while 
both Senators Beveridge and Butkdey 
reserved the sections levying duties 
upon watch movements. There were 
also many other reservations. 

When It looked as If a vote would lm- 
medlarely be taken on tho unreserved 
paragraphs as a whole. Mr. La Fullettc 
entered on objection and It looked for 
the time os if he might prove to !w* u 
formidable obstacle In Mr. Aldrich's 
pathway. Saying that he had had no 
opportunity to inspect the reprint of 
the bill us acted upon by the Senate In 
Committee of the Whole, he Intimated 
that he would not respect the supposed 
unanimous consent agreement, 
he could be assured of an opportunity 
to present such amendments as he 
might desire to Introduce. 

With regard to the unanimous agree¬ 
ment he expressed doubt, whereupon 
Mr. Aldrich remarked that the record 
would show that there had been such 
uit agreement.

Next to tho Income tax. the discus¬ 
sion of the Customs Cobrt was the big 
feature of the day’s work.

Senator Clapp intimated 4 hat the 
court would owe Its origin largely to 
the places where Its sessions would be 
held; Senator Borah asserted that It 
w'ua on Impeachment of tho present 
Judiciary, and Senator Cummins ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the court 
would be unconclously Influenced 
to decide In favor of the Government 
no matter what the circumstances of a 
given case might be 

Senators Aldrich and Lodge defend¬ 
ed tho court, the latter asserting that 
It would not only Insure the honest and 
uniform determination of customs 
coiies. but would save the Government 
many millions of dollars. 

While the court provision was under 
consideration. Senator Dolllver reAd a 
letter from United States Judge La- 
combe, of New' York, stating that the 
Federal Courts were not overcrowded 
and could handle the ruMom* business 
without becoming congested Imme¬ 
diately after that Mr. Aldrich read an* 
other letter under date of July 22. 1908. 
signed by Judge Lacorntu* and other 
New York Federal Judges, in which it 
was stated that If the customs cases 
were to be appealed to the United 
States Courts of Appeals their dockets 
would become very much crowded 
The debate over the court provision 
resulted In the acceptance of the 
Finance Committee's provision.

Adoption of Amendments. 

The work of the day hvgnn with the 
adoption by the Senate of amendments 
reported by the Committee of the 
Whole with the exception of p number 
of which were reserved by Senators 
for the purpose of suggesting the 
amendation. 

The only objection to the wholesale 
mt i float ion of the committee's work 
was by Senator LafoUett*. who In¬ 
dicated a disposition to ask to have the 
whole bill held up until he could go 
through the measure and *ek*ct the 
provisions to which he desire»d to offer 
amendments.

The speaker was Introduced by the 
Hon. Charles K. Wheeler, of this city 
who stated thxu Mr. Wlckersham was 
one of tlie most eminent corporation 
lawyers la the country and no one was 
more ably qualified lo handle the sub¬ 
ject be had selected for his address.

A crowded house welcomed Mr. Wlck¬ 
ersham and he was enthusiastically re¬ 
ceived.

He also enjoyed the picnic lunch 
served at noon. At 1:33 o'clock this 
morning he loft for Washington. His 
address in part was as follows: 

One of the moat frequently repeated 
of famous obiter dicta la that of Clilef 
Justice Taney In the ca*e of Bank of 
Augusta vs Karle (IS Peters. 619-58»l. 

"It Is very true that u. corporation can 
have no legal existence out of the bounda¬ 
ries of th# sovereignty by which It Is cre¬ 
ated. It exists only In contemplation of 
low nnd by force uf the law. and where 
that law ceases to operate and Ik no long¬ 
er obligatory the con>.>r«Uon ran have no 
existence It must dwell in tho place of 
its creation end cannot migrate to an¬ 
other zoverelgnty." 

This statement was purely obiter, for 
the decision, which upheld the validity of 
a purchase !n Alabama by the agents of 
certain Corporation* of other States of 
bills of exchange drawn there upon payees 
In Now York did not ner*e»»»anly involve 
on affirmance or denial of the power of 
for* Ism corporations to migrate, but mere¬ 
ly or thetr capacity to empower agents 
to make purch.utes for them outside the 
states of their creation. On this point 
the Chief Justice said: 

"Nonr. natural persons, through the In¬ 
tervention of ugents. ore continually mak¬ 
ing contracts m countries in which they 
do not r«'*lde; and whore they are not 
personally prese n t when the contract V* 
made; «nd nobody has ever doubted the 
validity of the*e agreement*. And wlmt 
grettsr objection can there be to the ca¬ 
pacity of an artificial person, bv its 
agems. to make a contract, within the 
scope of Its limited powers, in a sover¬ 
eignty In which It does not reside; pro¬ 
vided such contracts are permitted to be 
made by them by the laws of the place?'

Right of Foreign Corporations. 


The discussion then ran on to the ques¬ 
tion whether or not by the comity of na¬ 
tions. and between the States, corpora¬ 
tions of ono State were permitted to make 
contracts In another, and It whs noted In 
panning that "In England, frmn which we 
have received our general principles of 
Jurisprudence, no doubt nj pear* to have 
been entertained of the rlfiht of a foreign 
c<»«poniUon to sue In it* courts." and 
that "It lias been decided In many of the 
State courts, we believe in all of them 
where the question has arisen, that a 
corporation of one State may sue In the 
court* of anoth«*r." cp. &W». 

In this argument at the bar Mr. Web¬ 
ster said 

• My l»^vrned friend imys. Indeed, that 
suing and making a contract are different 
things True; but this argument, so far 
as It ha* any force, make* ugnInst hia 
muse .for It Is a much more distinct ex- 
erclse of corporate power to bring distinct 
exercise of corporate power to bring a 
suit, than by an agent to make a pur- 
clwisc What does tl»e law take to be 
true, when It says that a corporation of 
one State mxiy sue in nnother? Why that 
the corporation 1* there. In court, ready to 
submit to the court's decree, a party on 
It* record. 

"The truth Is, this argument against 
the power of u corporation to do acts be- 
> ond th* territorial Jurisdiction of the 
authority by which It Is created la r*- 
rui«Hi by all history as well as by piaJu 
reason.

Succumbs At Hfe Home On 
Third Avenue. 


Took An Active Part In the 
Business World. 


WAS NATIVE OF KENTUCKY. 


Life .* curtain fell softly down upon 
the career and earthly activities of Col 
Attilia Cox, banker, capitalist, rail¬ 
road president und citizen of the best 
t>'P*. at his borne, 1436 South Third 
avenue, yesterday morning The end 
came peacefully at J0:ld o'clock. Hi* 
life hud been ebbing slowly since Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 

At hi* bedside were his widow, two 
brother*—L. O. and Florfan Cox—his 
sou and daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs.

Interest In Public Affairs. 


CoL AUllla Cox waa not only a shrewd, 
careful, ‘conservative business im»n. but 
took a great interest, and wielded an ex¬ 
tensive Influence In public questions, 
lie was persuaded by the people of 
Owen county to enter politics in the win¬ 
ter of IkM-k when h« led tho Blade burn 
forces In the memorable three-cornered 
tight in th»- 8tate Senate, In which Black- 
bum. Williams end Sweeny were ptU*tL 
against each other for l/nlted States Sen¬ 
ator. Co! CoX was in the Senate at that 
time, representing tho district composed 
of Owen. Gallatin and Boone count!** 
The stinc*a of SenutLr Blackburn wM 
largely due to the efforts of Col. Cox. who 
(spoused his cause as he did all at hers, 
throwing ull bln influence, ability ahd en- 
tvrgy Into the battle. Tho famous content. 
It will be remembered, was one of the 
hardest-fought buttles In the history of 
politics in Kentucky 

Col. Cox's worth as a cltlien and his 
^ability us a statesman was recognised 
throughout tho State, and wras rewarded 
by President Clave I sod. who appointed 
him Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Fifth Kentucky district in 1S» It was this 
appointment that brought Col. Cox to 
Louisville. Ho held that office on© term, 
after which h** b«.» ;u»»* iuUx«»ted In nx 
rious Institutions of thn city In a »nan- 
clul way. His worth as u rtnuncler was 
at once recognized and sougUL

President of Trust Company. 

In 1682 he was elected president of «ho 
Columbia Finance and Trust Company. 
Under bis guidance this Institution pros¬ 
pered until it became one of the largest 
concerns In tho South. Ho remained at 
Its lie-id until a few weeks ago. when 
he tendered Ids resignation on account 
of falling health. 

Col. Cox was president of the Louis¬ 
ville. Hmderson and St. Louie Railroad 
Company at tho time of hit death. He hod 
been connected with that road since au. 
gust 7. wh-n he was made receiver 
of tho old Louisville, St. Louis and Texas 
road. When that line was reorganised 
June 1. I89u, Col. Cox was eioefe i presi¬ 
dent. und from that tlmo forward its 
business increased until it became a pros- 

K rous road. Col. Cox remained at Its 
ad after the rood wan taken over by 
the Louisville and Nashville Interests two 
years ng«*. He had for several vtars been 
a director of tho L. and N and wo* con¬ 
sidered a valuable 'acquisition when he 
became a member of the directory.

Thatcher wa* met 
at the Kentucky and Indiana Bridge 
In West Louisville on his arrival here 
by President Ross and Secretary 
Eugene Stfaua. of the Louisville Auto- 
mobU+Club. While in the efty he will 
be the truest of the organization and 
will speak at tt meeting to bo held at 
Fontaine Ferry Park to-night. 

Along Fourth avenue late yesterday 
afternoon Thatcher attracted a great 
deal of attention on the part of shop¬ 
pers and business men He rattled 
along In a sorry-looktng rig. drawn by 
two small mules. Thatcher was attired 
In garments that looked much the 
worse for wear. 

At first »lght hardly anyone would 
he favorably Impress'd by Thatcher, 
but In a <\mvernation he shows to gnoti 
advantug*. being well educated and 
woll posted on the topics of the dav 
Concerning the natlonul highways 
project he said: 

"I have discovered a mute from 
Louisville for this North to South 
boulevard that will appeal to the most 
critical government engineer.

Chicago, July 7.—Ella Glngles, the 1S- 
yc*ar-ald Irish lacemakcr, was on tho 
witness stand In Judge Brentano’s 
courtroom all day to-day matching her 
wit and her Innocent face against the 
sharpness uf the lawyer* who were try¬ 
ing to confound her. 

All afternoon the girl was cross-ex¬ 
amined by B. J. Short, Assistant State's 
Attorney, on the story she related in 
tho morning of how* sho was attacked 
by two women and a man In tho bath¬ 
room of the Wellington Hotel February 
16. This story was similar In many 
details to the one she gave last Friday 
concerning another attack upon hivr 
January 5. In a room of the same hotel. 
Miss Agnes Barrette, the late Mrs. 
Cecilia Kenyon and a "masked man," 
figured as the assailants In both case*. 

Beyond a few tearful and trembling 
moments, when some climax in the 
dreadful tale of degeneracy was 
reached, the girl did not hesitate In her 
answers. Hhe told of the most Im¬ 
possible situations, apparently, with 
candor and an engaging frankness. 

The case probably will reach tho 
Jury 1>y Friday.

AN OBSCURITY EXPLAINED. 


VERMONT’S TURN COMES NEXT 


Pluttsburg, N. Y , July 7.—Now York 
State's share In the tercentenary cele¬ 
bration of the discovery of Lake 
Champlain reached Its climax to-day. 
To-morrow the teem** <»f pageantry, the 
parades, the speech making, the Inter¬ 
change of compliments among the 
three nations of France, Great Britain 
and the United States, who shared in 
the history-making cf the Champlain 
country, will all be transferred across 
the lake to Vermont, and Burlington 
will have Its fling. 

Gov. Hughes, of New York, and Oov. 
Prouty, of Vermont, in their speech- 
makmg tours to-day. Indulged In a 
good deal of pleasantry about the 
rivalry between the two States whose 
boundaries skirt the- lake. w*hereupon 
Ambassador Jusserund, at the PUUts- 
burg barracks this uitemoon, speaking 
In excellent English and with the at¬ 
tractive accent of his native- ifmgue. 
was led to declare amid laughter: 

"Gentlemen. Champlain discovered 
both sides of the lake at the same time. 
Ho looked on one aide and then the 
other. He saw New York und he saw 
Vermont and he liked them both." 

• • • 

Taft Makes Threw Speeches. 


President Taft. Ambassadors Juss- 
erund. of France, and Bryce, of Great 
Britain, with Governors Hughes and 
Prouty again to-do y occupied the cen¬ 
ter of the celebration stage. Each 
made three speeches and ail attended 
a brilliant banquet at the Hotel Cham¬ 
plain to-night. 

8enator Hoot, added to the promi¬ 
nent guests to-day, made the histori¬ 
cal address of the celebrutlon at Plattx- 
burg barracks. Postmaster General 
Rudolfu Leinieux. of Cuimda, Also 
spoke at the barracks and with Sen¬ 
ator Root and the others again to¬ 
night at thfe banquet, where the ex¬ 
pressions of friendly good will among 
the three gnat nations participating 
in the tercentenary were emphasized. 

Mr. Lemieux and Ambassador Juss- 
emnd each took President Taft for a 
subject and in their remarks guve him 
equal prominence with Champlain. Mr. 
Jusseruml declared that there should 
be a filial feeling hetween Champlain 
and the President, for each knew whut 
It was to plant a flag In a fur away 
land. 

• • # 

Compared To Clinmplain. 


"Tho spirit and all that was best In 
Champlain," declared Mr. Jusserand. 
"UVes again In President Tuft. And 
there Is a people in a distant urchl- 
pelagn who know It und feci It nnd 
who for centuries will bless his name." 

Canada had a large share In to-day's 
celebration, und on tho American mili¬ 
tary reservation at Plattsburg Bar- 
rucks this afternoon the President and 
the other guests witnessed a parade of 
American and Canadian troope. which 
woe spectacular tb a degree si Idom ot- 
tjilrrd In this country. A regiment uf 
Highlanders, in scarlet coats, furry 
hats and klUs fnjap Ottawa, and anoth¬ 
er peg!mew,-’ tho GovoriW General's 
foot guards, also from Ottawa, in uni¬ 
form of Almost equal brilliancy, all fully 
armed, and with bands playing Brltufc 
and Scotch marches and melodies, par¬ 
ticipated in the military display. Two 
regiments and a squadron of cavalry 
from tho United States force* nnd a 
regiment of the Now* York State Na¬ 
tional Guard, all In the modest blue* of 
the American army, formed the con¬ 
trast for tho vivid color which the for¬ 
eigners presented. 

Tho fl\e regiments first were drawn 
up In regimental front across thewldc- 
spreudlng parade ground of the bar¬ 
racks opposite the President's review¬ 
ing stand. Back of the soldiers lay the 
placid waters of the lako, above which 
a canopy of cloudless blue sky and far 
away over the Vermont hills towered 
the peaks of the Green Mountains.

Assembly Sounded. 


Tho speech mu king and exorcises at 
tho stand had been completed and tho 
sun w*us fast slipping down to the 
western horizon when tho bugles be¬ 
gan -the stirring notes of "assembly 
Almost In an instant the ragged fringe 
of soldiers was transferred Into a rigid 
line which Htretched from one end of 
tho vast parade ground to the other. 

By a singular coincidence nnd add¬ 
ing Immeasurably to the Imprcselvencse 
of the review, the proceedings had bt*cn 
delayed until the sounding of assembly 
barely preceded the time of "retreat"— 
the setting of the sun. While all of the 
troops. Canadian end American alike, 
stood at attention, the squad of buglers 
began the familiar notes of the event Ion 
call. When the last of the martial tones 
had died away the band of the Fifth 
Infantry started "The Star Spungbd 
Banner." and the big post flag begun to 
drop slowly from Its lofty staff. 

The President and those about him 
stood facing the flag with lifted hats. 
As the big ensign neared the ground 
the three color bearers gathered around 
and enfolded tho fluttering bunting. 
The flag Is never, by any circumstance, 
allowed to touch the ground. 

Next came the review, and In com¬ 
pany front the five regiments and the 
squadron of cavalry marched by. their 
bands playing notional airs, their offl- 
cvrs and men saluting the President. 
The Fflth Infantry, the Twenty fourth 
Infantry and n squadron of the Fif¬ 
teenth Cavalry represented the regular 
army of the United States, the Second 
New York representing the militia nnd 
the Governor Gcfteral’s Foot Guards, 
ur.d the Fifth Royal Highlanders rep¬ 
resented Canada.

The defense has 
had Mr. and Mrs. Joel Rinehart on 
the stand to prove Marcc-llus Rine¬ 
hart was at home on the night of the 
ldlllng and the Introduction of evi¬ 
dence In support of an alibi will be 
continued to-morrow. 

Two character witnesses. Wash San¬ 
ders. a reputable citizen of Ashland 
City, and J A. Binkley, official sur¬ 
veyor of Cheatham county, swore they 
would not believe Henry* Lowborn on 
oath. Lowhora was an Important State 
witness. The testimony of •other wit¬ 
nesses will be attacked by the defense 
before the case goes to the Jury.

BRISTOL, VA, VOTES “WET" OB 
“DRY" TO-DAY. 


Much At Staka and Both Sides Arp 
Exhausting Every Effort 
To Win. 


Bristol. Va.. July 7.—Tremendous in¬ 
terest la being manifested throughout 
the South In the local option election to 
be held here to-morrow. The liquor 
people are making a strong effort to get 
a foothold here, to supply the adjoining 
prohibition States, and from this vant¬ 
age ground they hope to win hack lost 
territory. It Is believed that they 
ODuld do & business of $5,000,000 a year 
from Bristol by shipping into Tennes¬ 
see, Georgia, Alabama. Mississippi and 
North Carolina, as Bristol would be by 
far the nearest "wet’* point to the 
greater part of this territory. 

The prohibition forces closed their 
campaign to-night, with a monster 
mass meeting,* which was largely'at¬ 
tended. The day has been full of In- 
terest and excitement Is high The 
liquor people have representatives here 
and have concentrated their forces on 
the fight. 

Bristol voted dry two years ago by 
a majority of 207, and the prohibition 
leaders say that they will have as 
large majority this time. The "wets" 
oro claiming victory and will make a 
strenuous fight to-morrow, but are 
naming no figures. Betting is lively 
at even money. 

Dozens of speakers have been brought 
here to speak against the saloons. 
Women will march and parade to-mor¬ 
row and will also serve lunches and 
pray and sing at the polls. 

The anti-prohibitionists to-day flood¬ 
ed the city with literature attacking 
prohibition and ridiculing the "dry** 
leaders.

ANOTHER DELUGE TODAY. 


Rainwtlcks will again be In order to¬ 
day. for the local weathor forecaster 
predict* that we will have showers and 
thunder squalls during the day and 
evening. A particularly low pressure 
In the Southwest Is the cause for the 
large amount of rain we have had dur¬ 
ing the past few days. These rain¬ 
storms are general over that territory 
and keep moving this way. Rain came 
down in torrents between 3 and 4 
o'clock yesterday morning and many 
cellar* were flooded. 

There has been no material change In 
temporal ure. The rain baa kept the 
mercury down and will continue to do 
eo until clear weather is headed this 
way. There wo» a precipitation of 2.34 
inches between 6 o’clock Tueedsy even¬ 
ing and 6 o’clock last evening. This 
was almost as large a* the entire fall of 
rain during the month of June. While 
the heavy rain made it rather uncom¬ 
fortable walking in the outlying dia 
tricts, yet there ui no danger of an 
overflow, for the river stage Is at leant 
; feet below the danger line. 

The heavy rain yesterday oaused ex- 
cav&tlona to cave in, oellar* to become 
flooded and delayed street-car service 
The excavation for the sewer at Eigh¬ 
teenth street and Stratton avenue was 
filled with twenty feet of water for 
about 200 feet. Passage through the 
viaduct at Fourteenth and OAk streets 
was prevented by the water, which was 
about ten or twelve feet high. A cave- 
in of the old sewer at Nineteenth and 
Cedar streets was cau-sed by the rain. 

There Is now & ditch In the street 
about ten feet deep. The flrr depart¬ 
ment was called upon to pump the wa¬ 
ter from cellars In various psrts of the 
city The cellar of the Broadway Ho¬ 
tel was flooded.

Official* of the Government say ihui tnv 
rest of the country is at peace and that 
the people desire peace in ordtr that Con¬ 
gress may meet on July jj ana settle 
many important questions which are 
pending.

SANTA MARTA FALLS ALSO, 

According To Unconfirmed Report 
Brought To Colon. 

Colon, July 7.—A revolution has 
broken out in the republic or Colombia, 
apparently against the Government of 
Rafael Reyea, the president of the re¬ 
public, who is now* In London. Ac¬ 
cording to the British steamer Median, 
just arrived frdrn Skvamllu, Barran¬ 
quilla and Us seaport. Savanilla, seven¬ 
teen miles uway. arc in the hands of 
revolution I 6 t»^ 

Private letter# received here from 
Colombia report that the town of Santa 
Marta also has fallen to the rebels, 
but the Median brings no confirmation 
of this. 

The trouble began Sunday morning 
at Barranquilla. and ended In the 
speedy overthrow of the Governmental 
authorities at that point. There was 
little resistance, and the rebel* were 
quickly successful. Two hundred men 
armed with rifles then marched down 
to Savanllla and took that port with¬ 
out firing a single shot Only one 
prisoner was taken, the captain of the 
port, and he was sent back to Barran¬ 
quilla. 

A Colombian gunboat was seen Mon¬ 
day night approaching Cartagena, hut 
no news of what has occurred at that 
city has reached Colon. When the 
Median left tho Colombian coast It was 
rumored that an American warship 
was expected momentarily at one of 
tho coa«t port#. 

Person* well versed in Colombian 
politics are of the opinion that this 
movement Is the beginning of a fusion 
of all political parties against the 
Reyes government.

Reyes’ Administration. 

General Rafael Reyes has been presi¬ 
dent of Colombia since January. 1906, 
having succeeded Senor Marroquln by 
election. Hi* term of office doei not 
expire until 1914 Up to the present 
time the Republic under hi* adminis¬ 
tration has been free from revolution 
or any serious internal trouble. In 
November of 1903 tho State of Panama, 
then an Integral part of the Colombian 
Republic, proclaimed its Independence, 
which was speedily recognized by tho 
United States. 

A tripartite treaty between the Re¬ 
public of Panama, the Colombian Re¬ 
public and the United State* settling 
tho controversies arising out of the 
separation of Panama from Colombia, 
was concluded the early part of this 
year and the agreement waa ratified 
by the United States Senate and the 
Panama Senate in February. 

News report# from the Republic have 
Indicated that tho old bitterness at tho 
loss of Panama still lives and that 
there was discontent over the terms 
under which Panama wa* to assume a 
portion of this Colombian debt.

Homes For Ambassadors. 


London. July 7—The largest and 
liveliest of throe American public din¬ 
ners held In London recently waa that 
of the American Embassy Association 
at the Hotel Cecil To-night. More than 
four hundred American*, moat of them 
travelers from all parts of the country, 
accepted the invitation which the asso¬ 
ciation had extended to Alt male travel¬ 
ing Americans who happened to be In 
London. 

Between courses the diners sang pa¬ 
triotic songs Afterwards they toasted 
the King, the Pivridt-m and Ambassa¬ 
dor Reid Th* unusual character of 
the dinner excited great curiosity on 
the part of the London newspapers.

The Courier-Journal, without consid¬

Mr. Nagel’s Weeding-Out Plan. 

Mr. Nagel, the new Secretory of 
Commerce and Labor, ha# announced 
hi# intention of weeding out the In¬ 
efficient employes in hi# department. 
About 10 per cant, of the clerical force. 
It ie sold, will have to go unions there 1# 
rapid and distinct Improvement hi tho 
merit records. 

The Washington Time#, discussing 
the Secretary*# announcement, eay#: 

Tho new Secretary 1# merely tackling 
a very old and very hard question In a 
slightly new manner. Before he gets far 
with it he will dlecover the difficult!*# 
which have confronted other well-inten¬ 
tioned men and determined administra¬ 
tors. There are political and also human 
reason# why the rigorous and hard-heart¬ 
ed enforcement of the merit rule cannot 
be made practical. Let Secretory Nagel, 
and all the other business administrator* 
In the Government, undertake the single 
task of dropping out all the Civil War 
veterans who are no longer able to main¬ 
tain an average of efficiency, and discov¬ 
ery will be made of some insurmountable 
difficulties. The truth Is that nobody will 
Stand for such a programme, and nobody 
ought to; neither Congress nor the coun¬ 
try back of it. That I# the long and short 
of It.” 

The problem of tho aged clerk In the 
Government service hr a serious one. 
Necessarily the continuance of such 
clerk# In office tends to k>w*r tho effi¬ 
ciency of the department’# working 
force. Often the case of tho Individual 
clerk 1# pathetic.

The Tiimw suggest# the establishment 
of a civil pension project and eventu¬ 
ally It may coroe to that, but the out¬ 
lay for military pension# l# so Jarge 
that such a scheme would be “viewed 
with alarm” by & good many Congress¬ 
men. The ex-soldiers who aro ptsn- 
»toned have vote#. Their number# and 
Influence aro suah an to mako them a 
force to bo reckoned with In politic#. 
Because of that fact their demands 
liave always met with the greatest con-1 
aidoration and Congres* has been liber¬ 
al and. In same instance#, lavish In 
dealing with them. 

On the contrary tho Government 
clerk vote l# not one of sufficient Im¬ 
portance to make Itnetf largely felt In 
political contests. There is no voting 
lu the District of Columbia and *Ju* 
clerk, uni*## he comes from some 
neighboring Slate, cannot very well go 
home to vote. 

In some foreign countries provision 
I# made for aged employes of the civil 
service. Pension rolls, however, havo 


a disagreeable habit of growing be¬ 
yond all estiniuioa England, for ex¬ 
ample, put a genera! old-age pension 
system ln.to effect January 1, lost. It 
wo# estimated that there would 
oUO.Oov peneloneers. but the number al¬ 
ready Is nearly 600,000. wlrile claim# 
liave been fthrd to the number of nearly 
700,000.

two weeks ago; why postcards with 
Higtel on thorn have to be placed In an 
envelope; why Uio weather forecast 
wasn’t on the front door yewtoruay. and 
a great variety of other things. 

The postmaster mpy be knee-deop In 
Ms Quarterly report, or worried to the 
verge of frenzy by some of the tech¬ 
nicalities and red tape requirements of 
the Government; hs may bo busy with 
any one of a thousand things that 
pertain to his office, but he Is expected 
to antrwe-r all questions pofltelr and 
even smilingly. He ts expected to lo**k. 
forty times a day. maybe, without a 
murmur, for fetters for people who 
never got a letter In thetr lives. If 
called out of bed at the midnight hour 
to negotiate the sale of a two-eent 
stamp, he must needs comply with tbe 
request uncomplainingly. He Is the 
dally target of a thousand questions, 
pertinent and impertinent. If. per¬ 
chance. ho dreams at night. It Is prob¬ 
able he dreams of being attacked by & 
formidable army of animate Interroga¬ 
tion point# No man In the Govern¬ 
ment employ ha# it so firmly and fre¬ 
quently Impressed upon him that he is 
a public servant. 

If a Republican farmer Is secured for 
the post mastership of Limcdale, it is 
probable his parly brethren will have 
to offer some outeldo Inducements. A 
house and lot might be a temptation, 
or an Increase In ealary. made up by 
popular subscription, might bring some 
ambition# Republican to town. Even if 
be were Induced by suoh means to lo¬ 
cate In Limedale, he would be awfully 
lonesome The town, manifestly, is a 
Democratic hotbed. The postmaster 
would be at a great disadvantage In po¬ 
litical arguments, which era wont to 
wax warm around country post-offices.

GOVERNMENT LOTTERY. 


[New York Bun.] 

The Italian Government encourage# 
gambling and the national lottery, or lot¬ 
to, which 1# a Government monopoly, 
yields the State op annual revenue of 
about $9,990,000. During the financial 
year 1907-08 the sum of $18,681,296 was in 
veated in the lotto, out of which. It being 
a lucky year for the players, $8,028,738 
was paid back to the players In the 
shape of winnings, hence tho clear profit 
to the State amounted to $8.65X65$. or 
more than 50 per cent, of the total money 
Invested. Generally the winnings amount 
to much Ices, so that the Sts^te a# a rule 
pockets between 60 and 75 per cent of 
th# money staked. 

The gambling habit flourishes more or 
less In ail the provinces of Italy, but It 
Is significant that In the south and In 
Sicily, wliere the inhabitant# are poorest 
and fllttoracy Is more prevalent, more 
money 1# Invested in the State lottery 
than In the north. Thus, for Instance. 
In the Province of Naples each inhabitant 
spends about $3 a year on the lotto, and 
at Palermo about $X while at Venice, 
Rome and Turin the average l# It#* than 
$1. In thirty-two of the northern prov¬ 
inces the average amount Invested by 
each Inhabitant Is below 25 cents.

This is the gist of a letter received by 
several We$t Side families afflicted with 
sickness of a contagious nature; 

"X have learned through th* health re¬ 
ports that you have a contagious disease 
In your family. That being th* cas*, pos¬ 
sibly you find it difficult to keep serv¬ 
ants. X am prepared to meet emergencies 
of thUl kind. In cos* you need my serv¬ 
ices communicate wUh me at the above 
address and I will yuppiy you on short 
notice frith whatever assistance you may 
requlra” 

”X mean just what 1 say,” said th* wom¬ 
an who hod sent out th* letters, 
do not run a regular employment agency, 
but I happen to know several good cooks 
who are not afraid of contagious diseases. 
They aro women who. having had oil dis¬ 
eases under the sun, from hives to small¬ 
pox, are oomparatlvely safo from attack; 
hence are quite willing, for the extra 
money ther^l# in It, to accept a situation 
In a quarantined house. There has been 
a good deal of such sickness lately, and 
all tho women on my list have situations. 
The families to whom I offered old were 
mighty glad of th© assistance, to*. Em¬ 
ployment agencies do not. as a rule, keep 
stock of germ-proof cooks on hand. so. 
after the regular servant* have fled, the 
members of the stricken households wero 
obliged to take charge of their own kitch¬ 
ens. After several days of , drudgery 
they were pretty well played out and 
were willing to pay almost any price to a 
cook that was not afraid of the Job.”

MOVING COOKING SCHOOLS. 


[New York Tribune.] 

The teaching of cooking In Germany Is 
carried on with Oerman thoroughness. 
Not content with establishing rural 
schools where farmers' daughters might 
learn rho domestic arts, Germany has now 
instituted traveling schools. It was found 
that tbe rural schools did not meet th* 
needs of the whole rural papulation. The 
bulk of this population Is made up of 
small farmers, and In such homes the 
help of the daughters Is needed so con¬ 
stantly that they cannot be sent away 
from horn* to school. Neither can tb%^ 
money be provided for their expenses, and 
many farmer# aro afraid, too, that after 
their daughter# had been away to school 
they would not be willing to return to 
tho simple conditions of the farm. 

Since tho people wffi not go to the 
schools, therefore, the schools are being 
sent to tho people. Baden took the lead 
In the establishment of traveling schools 
of cooking and sewing, and the Idea is 
spreading rapidly, according to The Jour¬ 
nal of Homo Economics. Hesse. Nassau. 
Franconia, the Palatinate, all have their 
traveling cooking schools or have begun 
to establish them. The Bavarian Farm¬ 
ers' Association ho# established two such 
schools and selected two nuns as teach¬ 
er#. Th* association pays the teachers 
and most of the other txp««i#e*, so that 
the cost to the pupils 1* very small. In 
some cases the township or village pays 
oil or port of the expense of pupils who 
could not otherwise afford to attend tha 
school. 

U has been found that the traveling 
school has many advantage# In addition 
to its accessibility. Th* teaching can be 
adapted to local vendition#, and the pu¬ 
pils con at once put Into pructlo* what 
they havo learned. Furthermore, the 
teacher can visit the homes of the pupils 
and sco that they really understand what 
has been taught ^_ 

RARE EGYPTIAN RELIC. 


[Philadelphia North Amorican.] 

That the Iron Age began as early a# 
2000 B. C. was an important discovery 
made by th* EckLey It Coxo expedition, 
which las recently conducted a six-month 
excavation In the ruins of Egyptian cities. 
The site of tie work was Behans, on the 
west bank of the Nile, near tho second 
cataract, and within the borders of the 
Soudan. About eighty tombs were open¬ 
ed and their contents were relics of the 
twelfth dynasty. In one of the tombs was 
unearthed an iron spcaihead. which m- 
d tt*t«d thut this suUitancc was used by 
th© Egyptians as early as 2000 9. C. and 
contemporaneously with bronsd It had 
previously been believed by scientist# tlial 
the Iron Age b©m»n as Ute as 1200 B. C 
tn Egypt and 1000 B. C. in Greece. 

Another valuable find of the expedition * 
was a plaster death mask covered with 
gold leaf. Snob masks were not uncom¬ 
mon In Greece and In Peru, but nothing 
of the kind luul ever been found In Fgyjrt- 

The expedition was personally conduct¬ 
ed by Dr- David Randall Mavlver. curaicr 
of the Egyptian section of the Fra© Mu- 
utrum of Selene© and Art of the Lnlvsr- 
elty of Pennsylvania. It has resulted m 
bringing to the university % '*d moet val¬ 
uable colloctlon of Egyptian art object* 
t B th© world. The art of Ihe twelfth dy¬ 
nasty bod previously been poorly repre¬ 
sented. 

Th© art of thAt period Is th* best to 
which the Egyptian* advanced. At first 
It 1» stiff and formal, but It express*# 
grmt power und dignity. It Is molt clear¬ 
ly manifested In the pottery work Of the 
time, this work beJrigsofmrac'e.H'ilc •»? all 
the dpuistlos, but dltTering In stylo 
through successive period* A *ine ref¬ 
lection of pottery was obtained.

Since the Louisville umi Nashville 
has bought the L. and A. from Ver¬ 
sailles to Heatiyvllle the Southern rail¬ 
way In Kentucky has practically de¬ 
cided to extend Its line to Frankfort 
from cither Lnwrcnceburg or Alton 

The Southern now has an entrance 
Into Frankfort over the F. and C. by 
way of Midway and Georgetown, but 
It would b»* much more convenient to 
reach Frankfort by & more direct rout© 
It will be remembered that about fif¬ 
teen years ago a survey was made for 
a line from Alton to South Frankfort, 
nine miles, und at the time It was stated 
that it would cost much less to build 
tills nine miles than It would to build 
a bridge across the Kentucky River to 
connect the proposed 11ns with th© old 
Kentucky Midland, which Is now the F. 
and C. The L. and A. was a fine feed¬ 
er for the Southern at Versailles and 
now that the L. and N. will divert all 
this trattle to Its own lines It is be¬ 
lieved tho 8outhem will make the long 
tAlked of extension to Frankfort. 

Two special cars passed through 
hero this morning on their way to Lou¬ 
isville with General Manager Stark* 
and Chief Engineer Courtney, of tho 
L. and N., and a number of assistants 
aboard. The party had been up making 
a tour on the L. and A. and closely In- 
epec ted tho new purchase from Ver¬ 
sa lllos to the othor terminal. They also 
conferred with the locating engineering 
corps that are at work on the proposed 
extensions of tho L. and A. It could 
not be ieafnod whether or not negotia¬ 
tions are still pending looking to the 
purchase of the Kentucky Highlands by 
the L. and N.. but there Is no doubt that 
the L*. and A. will be extended to 
Frankfort by one route or another.

After a somewhat prolonged collo¬ 
quy. during which Mr. La Follette as¬ 
st rt**d that) "the Senate w;is In a 
chronic state of unrest and Irrltatlob.** 
Mr. Aldrich agreed to co-operate with 
Mr. l^i Follette In obtaining au oppor¬ 
tunity for the latter to off» r su^h 
amendments a* he might desire. Mr. 
I .a Follette reluctantly yielded, saying 
that he would desist from holding up 
the entire bill while he could select Die 
provisions which h* desired to amend.

Amendments Adopted En Bloc. 


Mr. Aldrich's request for a vote on 
the unreserved paragraph* was then 
granted and the amendments wer*. 
adopted en bloc* without division. 

The consideration of the reserved 
provision* was then entered u\*m. The 
first of these related to ooilodon. but It 
went over for the time and tho g*-lut)n 
paragraph was taken, and notwith¬ 
standing It had been reserved, it was 
agreed to without opposition. Little 
morn difficulty wa« encountered In get¬ 
ting through tho provision relating to 
t lea. which had been reserved by Mr 
Burton. The Ohio Senator maTrly 
stated that ho preferred tlve House pro¬ 
vision td tho 8<*nato amendment and 
let It go at that. 

When the gypsum provision was 
reached. Mr. Dick made quite a stir, 
contending for the House rate as op¬ 
posed to the Senate. Responding to 
Mr. Dick's efforts. Senator Aldrich pro¬ 
tested In sharp terms against effort* 
at this stage of the bill to increase du¬ 
ties. 

"Wo cannot now/* ho said, "under¬ 
take to increase tho rates to meet tho 
views of Individual Senators."

Clash With Burton. 


The next clash was with tho Junior 
Senator from Ohio, Mr. Burton, and 
had reference to the paragraph fixing 
a duty on clays and earths. Mr. 
Burton wanted to amend that provis¬ 
ion so as to put crude asphalt on the 
free list, but after considerable parlia¬ 
mentary maneuvering, the Senate, on 
motion of Mr. Aldrich, laid on the table 
a motion by the Ohio Senator to recon¬ 
sider tho vote by which the paragraph 
had been adopted. The Senate even re¬ 
fused the request of Mr. Burton fur 
an aye and no vota 

Passing along rapidly, all commit¬ 
tee amendments in tho schedules re¬ 
lating to chemicals, earthenware, met¬ 
als, lumber, agricultural products, spir¬ 
its, cottonfiax wool, silks and paper, 
and wood pulp were agreed to. Mr. 
Aldrich resisted most amendments and 
all were disposed of In his favor by 
viva voce votes. 

The committee accepted an amend¬ 
ment by Mr. Bulkeley, reducing the 
specific duty of cheap enameled watch 
dials from three to one and a half 
cents each. Mr. Aldrich also accept¬ 
ed a provision placing tar and oil 
spreading machines used In the con¬ 
struction of roads on the free list. 

While the schedules were being dis¬ 
posed of with great rapidity, a member 
of the House of Representative* came 
into the chamber, and taking a seat 
on the Democratic side, nodded his 
head and slept peacefully for about ten 
minutes. Th© vice president seeing the 
sleeping statesman only smiled.

A Close Vota 


The first aye and no vote of the day 
was on Mr. Bristow's amendment to 
restore the Ptngley rate on writing 
paper by reducing the duty. It was re¬ 
jected by the close vote of 34 to 39. 

Senator Brown moved to put plows 
and cotton gins on the free list, but his 
amendment was voted dhwn on a roll 
call, 28 to 50. 

An unavailing attempt was made by 
Mr Cummins to limit what he regard¬ 
ed as the undue authority given the 
president of the Board of Appraisers In 
tho work of the board He also ex¬ 
pressed preference for the old plan for 
the designation of the president of the 
bourd by the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury instead of the President.

Decided. 


COMPTONS ESTATE ENTITLED 
TO $750,000. 


ON STRETCHER 


Former Supt. Whittaker 
Leaves State Residence. 


MANY NOTABLE MEN CONNECT¬ 
ED WITH LITIGATION. 


COURT OF APPEALS OPINION. 


Cincinnati, O., July 7.—By a det?lzlon 
In th© United State* Circuit Court of 
Appeals to-day the Wabash Railroad 
Company will be compelled to pay over 
three-quart era of u million dollars, the 
amount of interest, compounded, and 
the principal of $150,000 for bonds sold 
James Compton, of Toledo. O.. over a 
third of a century ago. These $ISO.OoO 
of bonds are a purt of an Issue of 
$(500,000 of equipment bonds made by 
the old Toledo and Wabash Railway 
Company November 1, 18*52. 

The case is noted In Ohio legal .an¬ 
nals as Compton vs. the Wabash Rail¬ 
road Company. This case, together 
with others brought by bondholder*, 
has been before tho United States Su¬ 
preme Court twice. The present occu¬ 
pant of the Whit© House passed upon 
th© ca*e when u United States Judge; 
an Attorney General of the lUnltod 
States, W. H II Miller, was once a 
special master In the case; Walter Q. 
Gresham, Secretary of State In on© of 
Cleveland’s Cabinets, once pasaid on 
tho cane whc?n a United States Judge; 
Judson Harmon. Attorney General In 
a Cleveland Cabinet, and now Governor 
of Ohio, has been an attorney for the 
Compton side for thirty years, and his 
associate Is John G Mllburn. of Buf¬ 
falo. N. Y„ In whose horn© President 
McKinley died. 

9 9 9 

Plaintiff Is Dead. 


Compton died sct-cral years ago and 
hls widow, Ellen Compton, executrix 
of her husband’s estate, has continued 
the suit, although it Is said that the 
present owners of tho $150,000 bonds Is 
a Wall-street firm. 

The Wabash Rullrnad Company must 
now pay th© principal and Interest on 
th© Compton bonds or suffer Its To- 
l©do terminals and the Ohio branch of 
its system to bo sold to satisfy the 
Uen. 

In 1865 th© Toledo and Wabash Rail¬ 
way Company was consolidated with 
three other roads and became knaw*n aa 
the Toledo, Wabash and Western Rail¬ 
way Company. Prior to 1878 the con¬ 
solidated lines defaulted on the Inter¬ 
est on the equipment bonds of the old 
Toledo and Wabash road. In July. 
1880. Benjamin F. Ham secured a Judg¬ 
ment and lien against th© whole con¬ 
solidated line* for these bonds that he 
hold. Th© decision was given by Judge 
Walter Q. Gresham In th© United 
Stntoa Court at Indianapolis. The Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States re¬ 
versed this decision In 1885, holding 
that there rw no lien on th© consoli¬ 
dated properties. 

In 1888 James Compton obtained a 
decree from the Ohio Supreme Court 
granting him a Hen on the consolidated 
road* for the old bonds he held, under 
the Ohio statutes. Tho case came be¬ 
fore Judges William H. Taft and H. H, 
Lurton, sitting as Judges of th© United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals In Cin¬ 
cinnati In 1890. who sustained the Ohio 
Supretne Court decision as to the lien, 
but could not agree as to th© form of 
remedy. Th© United States Supremo 
Court also upheld In this caa© the Ohio 
Supreme Court decision, notwithstand¬ 
ing the lien granted by Judge Gresham 
In th© Ham case was declared void. 

• • • 

Miller Mud© Special Master. 


The Compton case being remanded 
from Washington to the United 8tate§ 
Circuit Court of th© Northern district of 
Ohio. W. H. H. Miller, of Indianapolis, 
who wtib Attorney General In Presi¬ 
dent Harrison's Cabinet. wo* appointed 
special master to ascertain what prop¬ 
erty was covered by the lien ten years 
ago. 

In tho meantime the Wabash, St. 
Louis and Pacific Railroad Company 
had bd©n placed In th© hands of a Fed¬ 
eral receiver, and In 1S89 the present 
litigant, the Wabash Railroad Com¬ 
pany. took alt the properties. Special 
Master Miller found profits to pay 
Compton, and his report was upheld 
to-day In the United StAtcs Circuit 
Court of Appeal* by Judges Lurton. 
Severens and Knupp**n. 

Th© Adalbert College of th© Western 
Reserve of Ohio, together wrlth others 
In St. Louis and New York holding 
$400,000 of the bonds, obtained from 
the Ohio Supreme Court in 1906 a 
decision that Compton must divide with 
them proportionately any proceeds of a 
*nl© of the road on his Uen. Th© Wa¬ 
bash road carried this case to th© 
United States Supreme Court, and this 
time set up the defense that tho Ohio 
courts had no Jurisdiction In the case, 
nnd the road was sustained. This now 
leaves holders of $400,000 of bonds with¬ 
out power to collect a cent. 

CITY OVERCHARGED 
$3,000 ON SEWER CAPS 

DRUMMOND COMPANY FINALLY 
MAKES GOOD. 


LAST CHECK CALLS FOR MORE 
, THAN 92,000. 


MISTAKE WAS UNINTENTIONAL 


The City Treasurer is In possession 
of u check for $2,110.60, payment In full 
for short-wt Ight sewer caps furnished 
the City Buyer's office by the Drum¬ 
mond Manufacturing Company. Early 
In the year the Drummond company 
refunded $1,042. This was money paid 
In excess to the company by the city 
for sewer fixtures which w©re under¬ 
weight. Th© latest check make* th© 
total refund from tho Drummond Man¬ 
ufacturing Company to the city total a 
little more than $3,000. 

The investigation, which resulted In 
the tidy refund, was made by City Buy¬ 
er Otto Yost, following the Instructions 
of a resolution introduced by Aider- 
man J Duff R©ed, and passed by the 
Board of Aldermen some time a go. The 
investigation dated back to 1902, the 
dnte when th© Drummond company 
first got the contract from the city. 

The latest check for more than $2,000 
to th© city from the Drummond Manu¬ 
facturing Company arrived more than 
a week ago. While it went Into the 
public records of the Clly Controller 
and City Treasurer. th»* return of the 
l.ist big hatch of th© city’s money wan 
kept more or less of o secret. The la*t 
check did not come to light until last 
night when Alderman Reed requested 
the result of th© Investigation from 
the Mayor through a resolution. 

Three City Buyer*. Including Mr. 
Yost, were in office all the time th© city 
was being short-weigh ted. Th© money 
ha* been refunded because the Drum¬ 
mond company was paid In excess of 
material furnished. After Alderman 
Heed began insisting on the investiga¬ 
tion the contruct w.»* taken away from 
th© Drummond company und let to 
Charles Stlglttz St S<*na, The cap* nr* 
now bought by th© piece instead of th© 
pound. It Is believed that this .system 
will do away with any possibility of th© 
city being short-weighted in the fu¬ 
ture. Th© Drummond company ha* as¬ 
serted thnt the short weights were • *» 
unintentional mistake.

SAD CLIMAX TO SHAKE-UP. 


The climax in th© recent shake-up 
at the Indiana Reformatory was 
reached yesterday, when the emaciated 
form of W. H. Whittaker, former gen¬ 
eral superintendent, was carried on a 
stretcher from the State residence to 
tho ambulance of 1C. M. Coots He Sons 
to be conveyed to the Ninth-street pas¬ 
senger station of ila Pittsburg, Cincin¬ 
nati. Chicago and St. Louis railway, to 
be placed on a train to be taken to 
Indianapolis to become a patient at a 
it© sanitarium. Doubt was ex¬ 
pressed he to whether he could stand 
tho trip und an announcement that he 
had died on the way would not have 
come a* u surprise to those who knew 
hi* condition. 

Unconscious of what was going on 
about him, Mr. Whittaker was placed 
on a cot in a baggage car of the train 
that left Jeffersonville at 4:09 o'clock 
yemrday afternoon, and It was with 
sorrow that those who had stood by him 
saw th© train pull out. He wu© attend. 
♦*d by Dr. H. H. t^mlth, physician at 
the Indiana Reformatory, and George 
Bradshaw, who is Mr. Whittaker’s busi¬ 
ness partner In the fuel and mortar 
buRiness In Indianapolis. That Mr. 
Whittaker’s mind I* gone forever and 
that his death is only a question of 
time is the belief of those who under¬ 
stand his condition. Mrs. Whittaker 
and her only child, Ralph Whittaker, 
remained In Jeffersonville to look after 
the packing of their houaohold effects 
before vacating the State residence, 
where the family has lived since Au¬ 
gust, 1903. 

• • • 

HI For More Than Y©ar. 

There are a few in Jeffersonville who 
have known for mOr© than a year that 
Mr. Whittaker was afflicted by diabetes 
and bofore leaving for the West a year 
ago he told a friend that he did not 
believe he would ever recover from the 
malady. He come h uno better and un¬ 
til th© worry over the prospects of be¬ 
ing removed from office began he ap- 
jieared to be holding his own, although 
at times he would become fretful. Prob¬ 
ably on© of his most intimate friends 
In Jeffersonville was a newspaper man, 
and to him h© confided his Juys and 
sorrows. It being u habit for tho two 
to meet every Sunday morning. 

When it began to dawn on Mr. Whit¬ 
taker that a fight was to be mad© 
against him he talked plainly to his 
fr1©nd. telling him many thing* the 
public has never learned, and pleaded 
with him to discountenance any rumor 
Of dishonesty he might hear He said 
above all other things his char 
was the dearest to him, and so long as 
this was not sfftlrched he did not care 
for anything el*c that might happen. 
II© said he might have mude mistakes 
of Judgment in conducting the Reform¬ 
atory, but financially he was beyond re¬ 
proach So far there has not been a 
thing found to show* this is not true. 

On th© morning nfOT Mr Whittaker 
had learned that M M. Barnard had 
accepted a diamond f t.» u victor Glos**r 
he was beside himself and talked of 
every phao© of the investigation. He 
cmld he was charged with thing* that 
he never had an Idea would he brought 
up and seemed to he greatly annoyed. 
H© spoke of th© purchase of a hor-e 
and said he desired the animal for his 
personal use, and after th© Board of 
Trustees hod declined to buy th© beast 
ho paid for him out of his own pocket, 
the price being $2G0. Th© animal was 
used for som© time and finally a mem¬ 
ber of the board said he did not be¬ 
lieve it was right to have the horse at 
th© State stable as private property 
and suggested that Mr. Whittaker pre¬ 
sent a bill fur th© animal and turn the 
beast over to the State, and this was 
done. This was a charge against him, 
he said, and It worried him.

Things That Worried Him. 


When th© State had a lot of property 
condemned to annex the ground to th© 
reformatory Mr Whittaker said h© was 
told by Janie* Bingham. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, to see thnt a perfect ubHtrnet of 
title was secured and that the lines 
were correctly run. He was told to 
employ an engineer, and ho went to 
Victor W. Lyon to consult with him, 
and he said hi* duties In connection 
with the cJty took up alt hla time and 
another man was nuggested. He did 
the work, being some time at It, and 
was paid $500. there being no secrecy 
about this, but Mr. Whittaker said h© 
was being charged with dividing up 
th© money. Irtveatlgation show* thi* 
was not the case, hut many such thing? 
as this went to worry Mr. Whittaker 
and finally caused hi* mental collapse 
under th© burden of his physical all 
ments. 

The final work of th© board of trus¬ 
tees was compJeted at noon yesterdny 
and the members went home In the 
afternoon. Dr. Harry C. Sharp. Thomas 
D. Orr and D. J. Terhun© going on the 
traction line. So changes have so far 
been announced at the reformatory, 
and It Is not known when there will 
he. but it will be necessary to appoint 
a chielf clerk at once, a* Frad H. Pa 
geler is to leave. He has been offered 
a large Increase of salary to stay, but 
refuse* to do ©o.

TODD OPPOSES ORDINANCE. 


Th© now building exit* which. In no 
way. shape or t«»nn toudiM upon the 
lvngth of theater lobbies, received al 
moat unanimous ‘ndor^ement by the 
Aldormcn of the Oem-ral Council exact 
ly at 1:57 o'clock this morning, after 
three hours and forty-five minutes had 
been spent In the roadlnir of tho 
measure. Aldermen Scott, Stem, Horn, 
Klrwan. Panke. Reichert. Todd. Under¬ 
hill and Vogt stayed to the finish and 
Voted for the bill. Alderman J. Ross 
Todd was tho only man present to vote 
against It. As soon as the result of the 
vote was announced the meeting ad¬ 
journed, and the Alderman filed down 
tho stepH and climbed into three auto¬ 
mobiles ownbd by the P dice Depart¬ 
ment and were whisked away to their 
homes. 

Alderman .1 Rosm Todd opposed the 
measure with some force when n mo¬ 
tion was made to put It upon lts pa»n- 
figv by Alderman Panke He offered 
two amendments to the act, one chang¬ 
ing section lfrl to read: 

"And no main entrances or corridors 
shall exceed In length 30 feet."

A new' ordinance devoted to the re¬ 
numbering of houses in Louisville wa* 
read and puse<*d by unanimous consent.

Councilman C. L. Otto of the finance 
committee presented a resolution pro¬ 
viding that a sum of 1500 he appro¬ 
priated to assist the Kentucky Com¬ 
mission In arranging a fitting pro¬ 
gramme for the celebration of Ken¬ 
tucky Day at the Alaska-Yukon Expo¬ 
sition now going on at Seattle*, Wash.

Safety, held a ahort consultation with 
Mayor Grlnstead yesterday morning 
rolatlvo to talcing some Immediate ac¬ 
tion on the proclamation. It is un¬ 
derstood that Mayor Grin stead advised 
postponement of any action until the 
matter could be talked over with Dr.

There seems to be absolutely no 
doubt that the Health Department em 
ployes of Louisville can go Into any 
county In the State and apply the tu¬ 
berculin test w'blle the State Board's 
proclamation remains In force. Aaron 
Kohn has given it as his opinion that 
tho proclamation wax issued eutlrelv 
within the delegated powers of the 
State Basrd Tho Jefferson County 
B »ard of Health Is already in action 
This board expects to begin weeding 
out the tubercular cattle of this county 
with all possible dispatch. This will go 
a long way toward cleaning up Louis¬ 
ville’s milk supply.

CAUSES ROBERT KAUFMAN TO 
END BOS LITE. 


►wallows Strychnine and Dies In 
Terrible Agony—Found 
By His Wife. 


Supposedly despondent over ill health. 
Robert Kaufman, 51 yearn of age, who 
Jived at i£77 Adams street, swallowed 
atryclmtiu* yesterday morning, shoruy 
after 10 O'clock, ana died at about 11 
o'clock. Coroner Grove* was called and 
gave a verdict of death from strychnine 
poisoning, the strychnine being taken 
with suicidal intent. 

It Is said that Kaufman took th© poison 
While In the outhouse and was found by 
his wife a few minute* later, lie was 
suffering terrible agony and Dr. C. D. 
Morris woe called. The physician resort¬ 
ed to heroic treatment to save lli<* patient, 
but all in vain, the man dying about 
aeven minute* after the arrival of tho 
physician. 

The family, when seen vetdarday aft»r- 
rtoon, raid that Kaufman had never giv* n 
any Indication of being despondent and 
had never threatened ids life. Ho had 
been 111 for about five months of hay 
lever and Bright s disease, but had seem¬ 
ed cheerful and confident of getting well. 
He was lost employed os a cleaner for 
C. F. Vlssroan A Co. 

Kaufman is survived by Ms widow, two 
•on*, Albert and Walter Kaufman, and 
three daughter*. Mr*. Charles Krebs, Mrs. 
Joe Schustrr and Mr*. Mamie Morrison. 
The funeral arrangements have not yet 
been completed.

Chicago, July 7.—Daniel K. Pearsons,

the dose of the school term.* Tho School 
Board originally presented a bill of $t.JOO 
undor tho old rates, but on luring betler 
advloed presented a higher bill in accord¬ 
ance with the Attorney General's views.

and It was on this the tw r o cars came 
together. Both cars were well filled 
with passengers, it being the custom 
for the Dixie Flyer to connect at Wat¬ 
son Junction with a car from Charles¬ 
town. and were running at a rate of 
between fifteen and twenty miles per 
hour. 

As Hyland's car started around the 
curve he saw the limited bearing down 
on him. He threw off the power, put 
on his emergency brake, and Jumped.
